As measured at the Board of Trade, wholesale prices 
were, on the average, lower in 1930 than in 1929 by 
12-4 per cent., the index numbers for the two years 
being 71-9 and 82-1 respectively (1924 = 100). The

It will be seen from the foregoing figures that 
average wholesale prices in 1930 were 28-1 per cent. 
lower than in 1924. The decline shown by the com- 
parison on the averages for 1929 and 19380 (12-4 per 
cent.) was almost as great as that between December, 
1925, and December, 1929 (12-9 per cent.), and, as 
shown in the following table, the fall between Decem- 
ber, 1929, and December, 1930, amounted to 17°8 per

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The index (all articles) for the first quarter of 1930 
was 76:9, those for the second and third quarters were 
both at a lower level (73:4 and 70-7 respectively), while 
a further fall to 66-9 was recorded in the last quarter. 
As shown by the index numbers in the table above, 
prices in all the groups, with one exception, viz., other 
foods, were highest in January, and, with three excep- 
tions, viz., coal, other metals and minerals, and other 
textiles, lowest in December.

The general level of wholesale prices in 19380 was 
lower for all groups than in 1929, particularly in the 
croups of cereals, cotton, wool, other textiles and 
other metals and minerals. 


The wholesale prices for food in December, 1930, 
were about 80 per cent. lower than in 1924, and 
17-5 per cent. lower than a year ago, and industrial 
materials averaged nearly 37 per cent. cheaper as 
compared with the base year 1924, and nearly 18 per 
cent. cheaper than in December, 1929. The largest 
decline in any group in December, 1930, as compared 
with 1924, was for cotton (55:9 per cent.), and the 
wool group shows a decline nearly as great, viz., 
53-4 per cent., while, as compared with 1929, the 
wool group shows the largest decline, followed by other 
textiles, cotton, and cereals, each of these groups 
showing a decline of over 20 per cent. in the year. 


MOVEMENT OF ComMMopDITY PRICES IN 1930. 


Cereals.—The index number for the group in 1930 
was 68:1, compared with 86:1 in 1929. Wheat and 
flour prices fell considerably during the year. The 
weekly “* Gazette average ’’ price for British wheat 
was 9s. 7d. per ewt. at the beginning of 1930, 8s. 5d. 
per cwt. at the end of June, 7s. per ewt. in October, 
and 5s. 11d. per ewt. at the end of the year. Imported 
wheat prices steadily declined during the year. Mani- 
toba, No. 2 Northern description, ex ship, London, was 
quoted at 56s. 3d. per 496 lbs. on January 1, and at 
26s. per 496 lbs. at the end of December. At the 
same dates, the spot price at Liverpool for Rosafé 
wheat was 9s. 94d. and 4s. 5d. per 100 lbs. respectively. 
The price of straight-run flour, ex mill, in London, fell 
from 39s. 9d. per 280 Ibs. in January to 32s. per 280 Ibs. 
in June, and to 19s. 6d. per 280 lbs. in December. The 
average prices quoted for Norwich household flour, and 
for Glasgow imported flour were higher than the London 
quotations, but the movement of prices corresponded 
to a large extent with that shown for the London 
description of flour, the respective quotations at the 
beginning of the year, and in June and December, 
being 43s., 34s. 6d. and 26s. per 280 Ibs. for Norwich 
flour, and 41s. 6d., 33s. 9d. and 26s. 74d. per 280 Ibs. 
for Glasgow imported flour. The weekly ‘“‘ Gazette 
average "’ price of British barley fell from 8s. 7d. per 
ewt. at the beginning of the year to 6s. 9d. per ewt. in 
August, rising to 10s. in October, and falling to 8s. 3d. 
per ewt. at the end of December. British feeding and 
Californian malting barley both became considerably 
cheaper during the year. Oatmeal (Midlothian) 
cheapened by £1 per ton in January, and a further £1 
per ton in March, there being no further change in price 
during the remainder of the year. Rice (No. 2 Ran- 
coon) became somewhat cheaper during the year, while 
tapioca, after increasing in price during April and May, 
became slightly cheaper towards the end of the year. 


Meat and Fish.—The index number for this group in 
1980 was 91-3, compared with 95:2 in 1929. Finglish 
and Scotch beef prices fluctuated during the year, but 
showed higher averages as compared with 1929, 
although lower prices were quoted towards the end of 
the year than in January, 1930. English and Scotch 
mutton also averaged slightly higher prices, while New 
Zealand lamb and Argentine chilled and frozen beef 
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were all slightly cheaper. British pork was consider- 
ably dearer in the first few months of the year, as com- 
pared with the corresponding period of 1929, but 
subsequently cheapened considerably, and averaged 
only slightly higher prices than in 1929. Fiuctuations 
in bacon prices were considerable during the year, 
quotations per cwt. showing a range of from 110s. to 
158s. for Wiltshire smoked, from 92s. to 146s. for Irish 
sreen, from 80s. 6d. to 95s. 6d. for American green 
bellies, and from 72s. to 118s. for Danish green sides. 
The higher prices quoted prevailed generally in the 
early months of the year. Each of the four descriptions 
of bacon mentioned showed lower average prices for the 
year as compared with 1929. For eggs, the seasonal 
variations were between 10s. 6d. and 23s. 9d. per 120 
for Irish, and between 10s. 44d. and 22s. 3d. per 120 
for Danish, prices in 1930 being considerably lower 
than in 1929. Of the four descriptions of fish for which 
prices are included in the calculation, plaice realised 
high prices towards the end of September, but the 
average quotations generally were lower than in 1929. 


Other Foods.—The index number for this group in 
1930 was 71-8, compared with 82:4 in 1929. British 
dairy butter, and New Zealand and Danish butter all 
realised considerably lower prices than those quoted in 
1929. The average price of British dairy butter in 
December, 1930, was 135s. 4d. per cwt., as compared 
with 192s. 6d. per ewt. in December, 1929, while, in 
the same months, Danish butter averaged 140s. per 
ewt. and 185s. per ewt., and New Zealand butter 
115s. 4d. per ewt. and 169s. 6d. per cwt. respectively. 
Iinglish cheddar, and Canadian and New Zealand 
cheese, were all cheaper at the end of 1930 than at the 
beginning of the year, and the average of the prices 
was considerably lower than for 1929. Onions, apples, 
and oranges were also cheaper than in 1929. Sugar 
and tea prices were lower in each of the months of 1930 
as compared with the corresponding months of the pre- 
vious year, the fall in the average of Indian tea prices 
during the year amounting to 2d. per lb. Coffee and 
cocoa were also cheaper. 


Metals and Minerals.—The index number for tron 
and steel in 1930 was 78-9, as compared with 79°9 in 
1929, and for other metals and minerals (excluding 
coal), the figures were 79:0 in 1930, and 96:5 in 1929. 
Slight increases in the averages of the prices for the 
year were recorded in 1930, as compared with 1929, 
for three of the five descriptions of pig iron included in 
the index, and slight decreases for the remaining two 
descriptions. Prices of several of the descriptions were 
higher in January and during the early part of the year 
than during the latter part of 1929, but were reduced 
during June and July, and again in December, four of 
the descriptions being cheaper than in December, 1929, 
by amounts varying from 2s. 6d. to 9s. per ton. Quota- 
tions, per ton, in December, 1930, were :—Hematite, 
West Coast, mixed numbers, £4 6s. 6d.; Cleveland 
No. 8 foundry, £3 3s. 6d.; Derby No. 3 foundry, 
€3 1s.; Northampton No. 3 foundry, £2 17s. 6d.; and 
Scottish No. 3 foundry, £3 16s. 6d. Wrought iron 
hoops fell by 5s. per ton in February, but there was no 
further change in price during the year, while the prices 
of Cleveland crown bars and of marked bars (Staffs) 
remained unchanged during the year. The net de- 
creases in price per ton during 1930 of the different 
descriptions of steel were :—Billets, soft, 10s.; tinplate 
and sheet bars, 17s. 6d.; heavy melting scrap, average 
South Wales and Cleveland, £1; hoops (Staffs), 10s. ; 
salvanised corrugated sheets, £1 5s.; and tinplates, 
coke, I.C. 20 by 14, 112 sheets, 108 lbs., 3s. (per box). 
High-speed tool steel: finished bars, 14 per cent. 
tungsten, advanced in price during March by 2d. per |b. 


The indices for the ten descriptions of coal, for 
which prices are included in the index, show that coal 
was approximately 24 per cent. cheaper in 1930 than 
in 1929. Comparing prices ruling at the end of 
December, 1930, with those of a year earlier, Notting- 
ham best brights and Laneashire best house coal were 
dearer by 1s. and 10d. per ton respectively, while the 
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following descriptions cheapened per ton by the 
amounts shown:—South Wales smokeless seconds 
(3d.), Durham gas (2s.), Durham furnace coke (6s.), 
Yorkshire hards (1s. 6d.), Nottingham best small nuts 
(2s. 6d.), and Fifeshire screened navigation (1s. 6d.). 


Among non-ferrous metals, electrolytic copper fell 
in price during April from £83 10s. to £65 10s. per ton 
and then steadily declined to £44 5s. per ton at the 
end of October, but recovered to £55 per ton early in 
December. English lead was quoted at £23 5s. per 
ton in January, and at £16 10s. per ton in December. 
Zine, ordinary spelter, declined in price during the 
year from £19 12s. per ton in January to £13 16s. 3d. 
in December. Straits tin was quoted at £180 7s. 6d. 
per ton early in January, at £138 15s. per ton at the 
end of June, and at £116 15s. per ton in December. 


Textiles.—The index numbers for cotton, wool, and 
other textiles in 1930 were Deo, 55°9 and 61-4, as 
compared with 67-9, 75-6 and 79°5 respectively in 1929. 
Prices of raw cotton were lower throughout the year 
than in any of the corresponding periods of 1929. As 
compared with December, 1929, prices in December, 
1930, showed a fall of about 4d. per lb. for middling 
American, and a fall of about 6d. per lb. for Keyptian 
Sakellaridis, fully good fair. The highest and lowest 
quotations during the year for these descriptions of 
American and Egyptian raw cotton were 9:58d. per Ib. 
(in January) and 5-32d. per Ib. (in December) for the 
former and 14-65d. per lb. (in January) and 7:85d. per 
ib. (in December) for the latter. American cotton 
yarns cheapened during the year, on the average, by 
42d. to 6d. per lb., and Egyptian cotton yarns by from 
63d. to 84d. per ib. The various descriptions of cotton 
cloths included in the index cheapened by amounts 
varving from ls. 9d. to 6s. 6d. per piece. 


Raw wool, Southdown tegs or ewes, washed 
Bradford, was quoted at 23d. per lb. early in January, 
at 154d. per Ib. early in June, and at 134d. per Ib. 
in December. Wool rags (stockings at Dewsbury) 
became cheaper by about 37s. per cwt. during the 
vear. Wool tops in oil (merino 64's average and cross- 
bred colonial carded 48's) were cheaper in December 
than in January by 9d. and 8d. per Ib. respectively. 
ach description of woollen yarns included in the 
index became cheaper. Other textiles, such as linen 
varns (line wefts and cambrie warps), raw silk, silk 
cloths, and raw jute and hemp, were all considerably 
chi aper., 

Miscellaneous Industrial Matecrials.—The index 
number for this group in 1930 was 78-5, as compared 
with 86:0 in 1929. Among the chemicals included, 
sulphuric acid (pyrites 168°), and ammonium sulphate, 
became cheaper during the year. Linseed oil was 
quoted at £47 10s. per ton in January, and the price 
fell consistently during the year to £24 per ton in 
December. Chemical wood pulp, sulphite bleached, 
and mechanical wood pulp, pure 50 per cent. moist, 
declined in price by £2 10s. and 7s. 6d. per ton respec- 
tively. Hides and skins were slightly cheaper in 1930 
than in 1929, the average net decreases in price 
ranging from 4d. to 1#d. per Ib. tubber, ribbed 
smoked sheet, was quoted at 74#d. per lb. at the end 
of 1929, rose to 8-d. per ib. in February, declined 
steadily LO d+ dd. per lb. in October, rose again to 
4id. per lb. early in December, and then fell slightly 
to 4yrd., a net decrease of 34d. per Ib. from the price 
a year earlier. Apart from timber, good building deal, 
4 in. by 11 in., which cheapened at the end of January 
by £2 10s. per standard, the prices of the remaining 
descriptions of building materials included in the 
index remained unchanged throughout the year.

A comparison of the December averages with the 
November averages for the 53 articles of food shows 
11 increases, of which 8 were of less than 5 per cent., 
2 of between 5 and 10 per cent., and one (apples) of 
about 16 per cent., and 33 decreases, of which 17 were 
of less than 5 per cent., 9 of between 5 and 10 per 
cent., 6 of between 10 and 20 per cent., and one 
(oranges) of about 45 per cent. The averages for the 
97 items included as industrial materials show 10 in- 
creases, of which 9 were of less than 5 per cent., and 
one of between 5 and 10 per cent., and 44 decreases, 
25 of which were of less than 5 per cent., 14 of between 
5 and 10 per cent., 4 of between 10 and 15 per cent., 
and one (Egyptian raw cotton) of just over 15 per cent. 


A comparison of the average prices for December, 
1930. with those for December, 1929, shows that there 
were 14 increases (6 in the food groups), and 122 de- 
creases (47 in the food groups). Kleven of the increases 
were of less than 15 per cent., while, of the decreases, 
$2 were of less than 10 per cent., 45 were of between 
10 and 25 per cent., 25 of between 25 and 35 per cent., 
18 of between 35 and 45 per cent., and 4 of between 45 
and 50 per cent. The largest increases were for potatoes 
and apples, and the largest decreases were for imported 
wheat, London flour, Canadian feeding barley, raw 
cotton, wool rags, colonial wool tops in oil, raw jute, 
linseed oil, and rubber.

MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING IN NOVEMBER. 





Foreign Trade.—As measured by the net tonnage 
of the vessels the arrivals with cargoes during Novem- 
ber, 1930, at ports of the United Kingdom aggregated 
6,213,000 tons, a decrease of 273,000 tons, or 4-2 per 
cent., as compared with the corresponding total for 
November, 1929. Among the more noticeable declines 
recorded in the arrivals with cargo from individual 
trading areas were those from *‘ Europe (Atlantic) and 
Western Mediterranean Countries ”’ South 
America (Atlantic Coast) ”’ A considerable 
increase was recorded in arrivals from ‘‘ Central and 
astern Mediterranean Countries.’’ With regard to 
the nationalities concerned, the British arrivals with

cargo decreased by 272,000 tons, or 6:4 per cent., the 
Norwegian decreased by 62,000 tons, or 21-8 per cent., 
and the United States arrivals decreased by 73,000 
tons, or 18:3 per cent., while an increase of 43,000 
tons, or 21:3 per cent., was recorded in the case of 
About 64 per cent. of the arrivals 
with cargo were British, as compared with 66 per cent. 
in November, 1929.

The arrivals in ballast during the month aggregated 
3,597,000 tons, a decrease of 644,000 tons, or 15-2 per 
cent., as compared with November of the previous 
year. Most of this decrease was accounted for by a 
falling off of 578,000 tons, or 20-7 per cent., in British 
arrivals. An increase of 30,000 tons, or 13-9 per cent., 
was recorded in the case of French vessels in ballast. 
Of the total arrivals in ballast, 62 per cent. were 
British, as compared with 66 per cent. in November, 
1929. The proportion of the British tonnage that 
arrived in ballast was 36 per cent. in November, 1930, 
and 40 per cent. in November of the previous year. 


The departures with cargoes during November 
ageregated 6,021,000 tons, a decrease of 1,071,000 
tons, or 15-1 per cent., as compared with November, 
1929.

The departures in ballast during November, 1930, 
aggregated 3,681,000 tons, an increase of 10,000 tons, 
or O83 per cent., as compared with November of the 
previous year. The German tonnage increased by 
104,000 tons, or 34-4 per cent., and the Dutch by 
24,000 tons, or 11-1 per cent., while the British tonnage 
decreased by 223,000 tons, or 9-9 per cent. About 
oo) per cent. of the total departures in ballast were 
British, as compared with 61 per cent. in November, 
1929.

WELLAND CANAL DEVELOPMENTS. 

The largest floating crane in the world has been installed 
on the Welland Canal, reports the Canadian Official News 
Bureau in London. Perfect though the equipment of the 
canal may be, the importance of this link in the Eastern 
Canada waterways is such that no risks are being run and 
elaborate precautions have been taken to see that facilities 
are at hand to deal with any defect or breakdown. 

Kven the deterioration of the enormous lock gates has 
been provided for, and it 1s for the purpose of removing 
these that the great crane has been installed. It is capable 
of a vertical lift of 500 tons, and thereby establishes its 
position as the most powerful hoisting apparatus of any kind 
on any continent. 

The crane has been “‘ tied up” at Port Weller, and is a 
surprisingly small craft considering the size of the job it has 
to perform, being only 30 yards long with towers 72 feet 
high, whereas the two leaves of the gates they have to lift 
contain approximately 460 tons of metal apiece and are each 
82 feet in height. 

To prevent the overbalancing of the pontoon on which the 
crane is placed a unique system of shifting water ballast is 
used with powerful electrical centrifugal pumps to transfer 
water from the aft ballast tanks, while similar provision has 
been made for ‘‘ athwart ship trim.”’ The Old Country has 
had a hand in the construction of this giant, for the marine 
boiler in which steam is generated for power was made in 
Scotland.

Shipment of this year’s pomegranates is completed; prices 
ruled low. Small lots of carobs have been shipped to 
England at below pre-war prices.—Trade Commissioner for 
Cyprus in London.

CENSUS OF WOOLLEN AND 
INDUSTRY, 1929 (REPORT 


Under the Statistics (Census of Production) Orders 
(Statutory Rules and Orders, No. 38, 1929, and No. 3, 
1930), made under the Statistics Act, 1926, returns were 
received relating to the operations, in 1929, of all the 
factories in the Irish Free State engaged in the woollen 
and worsted industry. 

There were 39 factories engaged in the industry, and the 
returns received indicate that 22 of these were fully 
occupied during the whole year, while the others were not 
engaged full time owing, principally, to slackness of trade. 
Of the latter, 12 worked between 200 and 300 days, and 
five less than 200 days. The normal hours worked in the 
majority of factories were 48 per week. The hours worked 
in fifteen factories, however, were longer, and in one 
factory less than 48 hours per week. Since 1926, one im- 
portant factory has closed down, while one new factory was 
opened, and one factory, that had been closed since 1925, 
was reopened under new ownership in 1929. 


OuTPUT AND Costs. 


The total selling value of the woollen and worsted goods 
(other than hosiery and carpets) manufactured for sale in 
1929 was £855,615, as compared with £737,336 in 1926. Of 
this total, £350,321 represented woollen fabrics; £251,447 
worsted fabrics; yarn, woollen and worsted, £105,861 and 
£87 326 blankets. 

It should be stated that yarn sold as such or added to 
stock, yarn spun in a mill, and used in that mill in the 
making of other articles, is not included (as it is included 
in the finished articles). 

It will be noted that there has been a general increase 
in the quantities of woollen and worsted goods manufac- 
tured in the Free State in 1929 as compared with 1926, but 
an examination of the import and export statistics for 
each of these years shows considerable increases in the 
imports of certain of the items in 1929 compared with 
1926 The following table summarises the production, 
export and import of the principal woollen and worsted 
manufactures (excluding hosiery and carpets) :—

PERSONS EMPLOYED: WAGES. 


The total number of persons employed in the industry 
during the week ended October 19, 1929, was 2,617. The 


corresponding figure in 1926 was 2,364. Of this total 1,388 
were males and 1,229 females. 

The total amount paid in salaries, wages and earnings 
in 1929 was £227,585, as against £209,532 in 1926. Of this 
total, £43,875 went in salaries and £183,710 in wages and 
earnings. 

Capacity oF ENGINES, ETC., USED. 

The effective horse-power that all prime movers in the 
39 woollen and worsted factories could develop in 1929 was 
4,846, the kilowatt capacity of electric generators was 647, 
and the rated horse-power of electric motors was 727.

The import figures in November were less by 99 million 
marks than those of October, but the actual decline in 
imports only amounted to about 33 million mks., as the 
quarterly collection of Customs accounts had inflated the 
October figures. The decline was mainly due to smaller 
imports of raw materials, by 48 million mks., and of food- 
stuffs by 42 million mks., the principal items being wool 
and animal hair, — 7-2 million mks.; cotton, — 3-7 million 
mks.; iron ore, — 3-1 million mks.; wheat, — 3 million 
mks., and butter, — 4-3 million mks. In the group 
‘‘ finished goods ’’ there were declines in the imports of 
textiles, — 3-1 million mks., and iron wares, — 1-3 million 
mks. 

export TRADE. 

Exports declined, including reparations in kind, by 141-8 
million mks., of which finished goods accounted for 106-4 mil- 
lion mks. and raw materials 31-7 million mks. The heaviest 


decline was shown in textiles, -- 32:3 million mks., the 
chief items being clothing and underclothing, — 8-4 million 


mks.; woollen textiles, — 7-9 million mks.; cotton *extiles, 
— 5-9 million mks., and silk textiles, — 5-2 million mks. 
Chemical and pharmaceutical products were smaller by 14°! 
million mks. and non-electrical machinery by 14-1 million 
mks. 'There were also reduced exports of furs and fur goods, 
— 5-8 million mks.; ships, leather, paper and paper goods, 
each — 3 million mks.; coal, — 7-8 million mks.; sulphate 
of ammonia, — 5-8 million mks.; other chemical raw 
materials and semi-raw materials, — 4 million mks., and 
hides for furs, — 4-1 million mks. 


REPARATION DELIVERIES. 
Reparation exports in kind remained about stationary, 
the figures being 61-2 million mks., as against 61°8 million 
mks. in October. 


HUNGARY. 
RESTRICTIONS AND CERTIFICATES 
OF ORIGIN, 


The Board of Trade have received copies (translations) of 
two Decrees of the Hungarian Ministry of Finance, dated 
December 20, affecting the importation of various classes oi 
goods into Hungary. 

One of the Decrees prohibits the importation of certain 
goods into Hungary from countries not having a commercial 
Treaty with Hungary, except under special licence. This 
provision does not directly affect imports of goods originat- 
ing in the United Kingdom (which has a Commercial Treaty 
with Hungary), if their origin is clearly evident from certi- 
ficates of origin, bills of lading, or other documents. 

The other Decree requires that, in order to obtain the 
benefits of ‘‘ Conventional’ Tariff treatment, certain goods 
(not on the list covered by the first Decree) imported from 
countries having a Commercial Treaty with Hungary, must 
be accompanied by certificates of origin. 

Particulars of the two Decrees are given below :— 


IMPORT 


Import Restrictions on Goods from Non-Treaty Countries. 
(Decree No. 158,000/1930, DATED DEcEMBER 20.) 


Articles coming under the undermentioned numbers of 
the autonomous Hungarian Customs Tariff, if originating 
in countries with which Hungary has no agreement regu- 
lating commercial traffic, may be imported, cleared or 
handled in bonded trade (including bonded warehouse) only 
on the basis of an import permit issued by the Minister of 
Commerce in conjunction with other interested Ministers. 
Such articles for the inland trade as well as for bonded 
trade (including bonded warehouses) may, therefore, only 
be cleared without a special import licence if the clearing 
Customs office is able to ascertain beyond any doubt, on the 
ground of certificate of origin, bills of lading or other docu- 
ments, that the articles concerned have originated in 
countries with which Hungary is in contractual relations. 

This Decree enters into force on the d: iy of its promulga- 
tion. It will, however, not be applied in respect of consign- 
ments which, according to the relevant bills of lading and 


other doc vaments, were despatched abroad previous to 
December 25, 1930.

Certificate of Origin Requirement for Certain Goods.

From the coming into foree of the present Decree the 
undermentioned articles originating in countries in Treaty 
relations with Hungary may only be cleared at the ‘‘ Con- 
ventional ” rate of duty at any time in force on the basis of 
a certificate of origin, unless the Customs office dealing with 
the clearance of the goods in question is able to ascertain 
beyond any doubt, from the bill of lading, documents, trade 
marks and inscriptions on the goods or their wrapping, that 
they originate in countries which have a commercial agree- 
ment with Hungary.

YUGOSLAVIA. 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-—SEPTEMBER, 
1930. 


The foreign trade results for the first nine months of 
last year do not differ materially from the results for the 
corresponding period in 1929, the debit balance during the 
period under review amounting to 271-7 million dinars, as 


against 287 million dinars in the period January— 
September, 1929, states the ‘‘ Monthly Review of Central 


Kurope,’’ published by the Anglo-International Bank, 
Limited, London. The improvement in the balance of 


trade was, however, mainly due to the general decline in 
the total turnover, both on the export and import sides, 
especially the latter. Ixports, which last year amounted 
to 3-6 million tons, valued at approximately 5 milliard 
dinars, were down by 154,786 tons and about 333 million 
dinars, while imports, 1-2 million tons, valued at about 
5:3 milliard dinars, were smaller by 87,182 tons and about 
348 million dinars than during the first nine months of 
1929. The following table shows how this decline was 
distributed over the main items of imports and exports 
during the period under review :—

Export TRADE. 


The increase in the export of foodstuffs and beverages 
from 438,000 tons to 729,000 tons amounted to 67 per cent., 
the value of these exports, however, increased from 1,610 
million dinars to 1,730 million dinars, i.e., only by 
6-25 per cent. This illustrates the extent to which the 
price of grain had fallen. During the first quarter of 
1930, the value of exports increased from 1,310 million 


dinars to 1,696 million dinars; during the second 
auarter there was no increase, but a decline from 
1,678 million dinars to 1,666 million dinars; during

the third quarter the decline was much larger, 
the value of exports falling from 2,348 mzullion 


dinars to 1,642 million dinars. In the month of September 
last alone wheat exports fell from 141 million dinars to 
35-7 million dinars. A second important factor in this 
general decline in the value of Yugoslav exports was the 
falling off in timber exports. In September last timber 
for building purposes was exported to the value of 75 
million dinars, as against 124 million dinars in September, 
1929. During the whole of 1929, about 1-4 million tons of 
building timber, valued at 1,400 million dinars, were 
exported; the total timber exports during the first nine 
months of 1930 amounted to 938,539 tons, valued at 
946-3 million dinars. While exports of wheat throughout 
1929 amounted to 554,120 tons, valued at 1,200 million 
dinars, such exports amounted to only 200,261 tons, valued 
at 392 million dinars, during the first nine minths of 1930. 
Exports of maize, on the other hand, showed a very satis- 
factory development; the total amount exported in 1929 
was 166,936 tons, valued at 273-4 million dinars, whereas 
during the period January-—September, 1930, about 403,800 
tons, valued at 449-2 million dinars, were shipped. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
BUSINESS OUTLOOK FOR 1931. 

Present indications in the business situation show signs 
of promise, but are without any definite assurance of a 
nearby change in trend, states ‘‘ The Guaranty Survey ”’ 
(Guaranty Trust Company of New York). Commodity 
prices have continued to recede gradually, and stock prices, 
with some bu!ges, have reacted to low levels. Bonds have 
moved discouragingly, but their outlook seems to be 
improving somewhat. Under the influence of seasonal 
conditions, retail trade has increased in volume, although 
industrial activity and employment have declined further. 

The continuing ease of money and the strength of the 
credit situation, together with the certainty that a con- 
siderable shortage of goods is accruing, are facts that 
support the conclusion reached by many that a quickening 
of general business activity may, perhaps, be expected by 
late spring. Jt seems reasonable to assume that, with the 
harvesting of the 1931 crops and the furtherance of trade 
adjustments, the second half of 1931 will show more pro- 
gress and that 1932 should witness substantial recovery 
from the depression. Economic precedent and _ business 
history seem to support such views. 

3USINESS EXPECTATIONS FOR 1931. 

In spite of the disappointment occasioned by recent 
reports, business opinion clings to the view that 1931 will 
witness marked improvement. Although definite predic- 
tions are unusually scarce, there seems to be a fairly 
general tendency to place the probable date of recovery 
somewhere in the first half of the year. The only point 
on which there is a virtual unanimity of opinion is that 
the revival will be a slow and irregular process, particularly 
in its early stages. This is in line with past experience. 
It is only after such irregularity has persisted for some 
time that confidence becomes general and the upswing pro- 
ceeds at a fairly steady pace. 

The past year has been a difficult one, but it has demon- 
strated certain truths that can be used to advantage in the 
future. One of these is that neither the industrial nor 
financial organisation has been developed to a point where 
it provides any assurance against the major economic de- 
pressions with which students of business history have 
long been familiar. Now that the depression has come, 
it is easy to see the fallacies of the ‘‘ new era ”’ philosophy 
that had such a wide vogue in business circles in 1928 and 
1929. It must be remembered, however, that the preced- 
ing twenty years had brought numerous changes of a far- 
reaching and fundamental nature, which lent a certain 
degree of plausibility to such theories.

EGYPT—GERMANY. 
PROVISIONAL COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT. 





The Board of Trade are informed that the ratifications 
of the Provisional Commercial Agreement between Germany 
and Egypt, signed on March 25, 1930, were exchanged on 
November 19 and that the Agreement entered into force 
on that date. | 








COMMERCIAL TREATIES AND ARRANGEMENTS—Continued. 


The Agreement provides that Egypt shall accord most- 
favoured-nation treatment to German goods. This is to 
apply also, provisionally, to goods which are imported into 
Kgypt via countries having no commercial arrangements 
with Kgypt. Most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded 
on condition of complete reciprocity and with a reservation 
in respect of goods produced in the Sudan or to goods 
from certain neighbouring countries which receive special 
treatment in virtue of local agreements. 

The Agreement may be terminated by either Party at 
three months’ notice. 


SPAIN—SALVADOR. 
EXTENSION OF COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT. 


The Board of Trade are informed that the Commercial 
Agreement between Salvador and Spain of April-May, 
1924, which was due to expire on February 15, is to remain 
in force until June 30.

UNITED KINGDOM. 
IMPORT AND EXPORT LIST. 


The Board of Trade have received copies of the Import and 
{xport List issued by H.M. Treasury and the Commissioners 
of Customs and [xcise for use on and after January 1, 1931, 
and until further notice, for articles of merchandise im- 
ported into or exported from the United Kingdom. 

The rates of import duty in force on January 1, 1931, are 
shown in the List, and various notes are given for the 
guidance of importers and exporters when drawing up their 
declarations.

MAURITIUS. 
DUTY ON SUGAR. 

With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”? of Decem- 
ber 4 (page 671), under the heading ‘‘ Special Export Duty 
on Sugar,’’ the Mauritius Government ‘‘Gazette’’ of 
October 11, 1930, publishes Ordinance (No. 22 of 1930) of 
the same date removing the special export duty of Rs. 3-60 
per metric ton on the sugars of the 1930-31 crop and provid- 
ing for the refund by the Receiver-General of any such duty 
that has actually been paid. 

A further Ordinance (No. 23 of 1930), cited as the Customs 
Tariff (Amendment) Ordinance, 1930, and published in the 
same Government ‘‘ Gazette,’? makes provision whereby the 
rate of duty leviable on sugar, the produce of Mauritius, 
by Item 1, Exports, of the schedule to the Customs Tariff 
(Consolidated) Ordinance, 1929, is reduced from Rs. 0-32c. 
per 100 kilogs. to Rs. 0-02c. per 100 kilogs., the reduced duty 
being applicable to all sugars of the 1930-31 crop already 
exported from the Colony prior to the date of the Ordinance 
(i.e., October 11, 1930). Where any sugars of the 1930-31 
crop have already been exported from the Colony prior to 
October 11, 1930, the difference between the amount of ex- 
port duty actually paid on such sugars and the amount of 
duty leviable under the Ordinance will be refunded by the 
Receiver-General to the person who actually paid the duty.

NORTHERN RHODESIA. 
CUSTOMS AND EXCISE DUTIES MODIFIED. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of an Ordinance 
(No. 25 of 1930) ‘‘ further to amend the Customs and Excise 
Ordinance, 1925.” | . 

The Ordinance provides, inter alia, for modifications of 
the Customs duties on ale, beer and cider, pneumatic and 
solid rubber tyres; motor vehicles, motor cycles, bicycles and 
other vehicles and parts and accessories therefor; and cine- 
matograph films; and of the Excise duties on spirits, sugar, 
playing cards, and manufactured tobacco. Special Customs 
duties are established for sugar, matches, playing cards, 
spirits, beer and tobacco originating in other parts of British 
South Africa. 

Prohibitions of import are imposed on (a) trade spirits, 
(b) cheese, other than that made from milk or cream, from 
which no fat has been abstracted and to which no animal or 
vegetable fat has been added and (c) milk or cream, con- 
densed, desiccated or preserved ; skimmed or separated.

ST. CHRISTOPHER AND NEVIS. 
CERTAIN CUSTOMS DUTIES ABOLISHED. 
Under Resolution passed by the Legislative Council on 

November 20, 1930, the Customs duties leviable on the 
following articles imported into the Presidency have been 
abolished :— 
Cord, twine, rope, and wire when imported to be used in 
growing any fruit or vegetables for exportation. 
Barrels, boxes, crates and all packages or containers or 
materials for making packages or containers, when 
imported to be used for packing fruit or vegetables 
and their products for exportation. 


Machinery of all kinds, and parts thereof used in manu- 
facturing or preserving fruit or vegetables. [The term 
machinery means machines consisting of a combination 
of moving parts or mechanical elements which may be 
put in motion by physical or mechanical force, 
admitted as such by the Treasurer. ] 


TANGANYIKA TERRITORY. 
EXPORT OF CINEMATOGRAPH FILMS. 


Government Notice No. 195, published on November 28, 
cancels the regulation which provided that cinematograph 
films depicting scenes and events photographed in the Terri- 
tory could be exported only under permit from the Chief 
Secretary to the Government. 


UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA. 


EXPORT OF DECIDUOUS AND SUB-TROPICAL 
FRUIT. 


Government Notice No. 2065, issued on November 1, 1930, 
contains the text of revised regulations regarding the export 
from the Union of deciduous and sub-tropical fruit. These 
regulations, which are on the same lines as those formerly 
in force, prescribe the grades, sizes, standards and general 
condition to which such fruit intended for export must con- 
form and make provision for inspection and branding and 
for the labelling of containers. 

The fruits concerned are apples, pears, peaches, necta- 
rines, apricots, plums and prunes, grapes, mangoes, grana- 
dillas and tomatoes, melons, strawberries and pineapples. 


EXPORT OF DRIED FRUITS AND NUTS. 


A further Notice (No. 2066) contains the text of revised 
regulations regarding the export from the Union of dried 
fruit and nuts. 

The goods affected are raisins, currants, sultanas, prunes, 
dried peaches, apricots, melons, pears, walnuts, almonds 
and pecans.

REBATE OF CUSTOMS DUTY ON CERTAIN

FOREIGN. 
BELGIUM. 

CONSUMPTION DUTIES ON SPIRITS, ETC., 
INCREASED. 

The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ’’ of December 20 contains a Law, 
dated December 18, but with retrospective effect as 
from December 3, which doubles the consumption duties 
levied on certain kinds of alcohol in Belgium. The new 
rates are :— 

On ethyl alcohols, spirits of all kinds, and other 
aleoholic liquors, in general—800 francs per hectol. of 
alcohol (50 degs. Gay-Lussac at 15 degs. C.). 

On alcoholic liquors in bottles, and liqueurs- 
per hectol., whatever the strength. 


CHINA. 
NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF—OPERATIVE 
JANUARY 1, 1931. 

H.M. Commercial Counsellor at Shanghai reports, by 
telegraph, that the new Customs Tariff of China, which 
was made public on December 31, contains 647 items as 
compared with 718 in the previous Tariff. There are con- 
siderable differences in the classification. A general sum- 
mary of the changes, as reported by the Commercial 
Counsellor, is given below. Details of the new duties on 
various classes of textile products have been received, and 
full particulars thereof will be published in next week’s 
assue of the ** B.T.J.”’ In the meantime, information as 
to the new rates may be obtained from the Department of 
Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1. 

1. The ad valorem duties on cotton piece-goods show an 
increase of 24 per cent., but this ratio is not 
observed in the case of specific duties which show an 
average increase of about 0-30 gold units (per piece).* 

2. A general increase is shown in woollen manufactures. 
In the case of piece-goods classified as such the new 
duties vary from 84 to 280 gold units per picul, which 
in the case of certain cheap heavy cloth represents 
nearly 80 per cent. ad valorem. 

3. Clothing. Articles classified as ‘‘ not otherwise pro- 
vided for’’ under the heading ‘‘ cottons ’’ are in- 
creased from 12} to 25 per cent. ad valorem, under 
the heading ‘‘ flax ’’ (linen) from 15 to 30 per cent. 
ad valorem; under the heading ‘‘ wool ’’ from 173 to 
to 35 per cent. ad valorem, and under the heading 
‘ silk ’’ from 224 to 50 per cent. ad valorem. 

4. The duties on agricultural machinery and machine 
tvols are reduced to 5 per cent., and on electrical 
machinery, prime movers, boilers, etc., to 7 per 
cent. ad valorem. Typewriters and automatic sale 

machines pay an increased duty of 15 per cent. ad 
valorem. Motor vehicles for commercial use pay 
an increased duty of 15 per cent., and motor cars, 
etc., 30 per cent. ad valorem. 

5. There is a large increase on ali classes of wines and 
spirits. The duties on spirits in bulk as also on 
beer, porter, etc., are increased to 50 per cent. ad 
valorem. 

6. The duty on butter is increased from 19-60 to 34 gold 
units per picul. The duties on other foodstuffs 
average from 10 to 30 per cent. ad valorem. 

7. Tobacco in tins or packages also tobacconists’ sundries 
pay 50 per cent. ad valorem. The duties on 
cigarettes range from 1-30 to 16 golds units per 
thousand, as compared with the former rate of 0-16 
to 2:18 gold units. Cigars pay 24 to 65 gold units 
per thousand, as compared with the former rate of 
3:41 to 7-88 gold units per 1,000. 

8. Several new items are included under the chemicals 
classification. In general there is no great increase, 
excepting in the case of soda ash, the duty on which 
is raised more than 100 per cent., and in the case 
of soda compound.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 


TARIFF INCREASES (LAPSE OF TREATY 
WITH HUNGARY). 

The Commercial Treaty of 1927 between Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia expired on December 15, and as from that 
date the reduced ‘‘ Conventional ’’ duties introduced into 
the Hungarian and Czechoslovak Customs Tariffs by the 
Treaty went out of force. The following statement shows 
the Tariff increases applicable to goods imported into 
Czechoslovakia from countries (including the United 
Kingdom) enjoying most-favoured-nation treatment.* The 
‘former ’’ duties are those fixed by the 1927 Hungary- 
Czechoslovak Treaty, and the ‘‘ present ’’ rates are either 
‘General’ Tariff rates or ‘‘ Conventional ’’ Tariff rates 
fixed by other Czechoslovak Tariff Treaties still in force. 

Owing to the lapse of the Treaty, the ‘‘ supplementary 
duties on wheat, rye, flour, etc., and pigs, provided for by 
recent Czechoslovak legisl: ition, now come into force.

IMPORT DUTY ON PIGS. 

A Government Ordinance of December 15 provides that 
the duty on pigs (weighing up to 120 kilogs.) imported from 
countries having a commercial Treaty with Czechoslovakia 
is to be levied at the rate of 120 Cz. kr. per 100 kilogs. 
live weight. The duty on such pigs imported from other 
countries is 300 Cz. kr. per 100 kilogs. 

A Government Ordinance, dated December 5, issued in 
virtue of the provisions of paragraph 3 of the Note to 
Tariff No. 70, increases the supplementary duty on pigs 
imported into Czechoslovakia from 248 to 267 Cz. kr. per 
100 kilogs. live weight. 

[As a result of the Commercial Treaty with Roumania, 
the supplementary duty on pigs weighing more than 
120 kilogs. is limited to 60 Cz. kr. per 100 kilogs. in the 
case of imports from Roumania and other countries enjoy- 
ing most-favoured-nation treatment in Czechoslovakia. 
The supplementary duties are included in the figures shown 
as the present duties on swine in the notice regarding the 
Czechoslovak Tariff changes resulting from the lapse of the 
Treaty with Hungary. ] 


CHILE. 
IMPORT DUTIES INCREASED.

ber 18 (pages 722-4), giving lists of goods on which the

COLOMBIA. 


IMPORTATION, MANUFACTURE, ETC., OF 
BEVERAGES. 


With reference to the notice in the ‘B.T.J.” for 
August 28 last (page 259) respecting the issue of revised 
regulations regarding the importation, manufacture and 
consumption ot alcoholic and other bevet ‘ages in Colombia, 
H.M. Representative at Bogota reports that these regula- 
tions have now been amended in some respects. 

As regards the labelling of bottles, the name of the im- 
porting firm may appear either on the original label of the 
producing firm or on a separate label, providing the latter 
bears the commercial mark of the firm. 

Whisky and other spirits may only be imported in bottles 
of glass or china of a capacity of not more than one litre 
and having stoppers of porcelain or cork marked with the 
name of the maker. Both porcelain and cork stoppers 
must be protected by metal caps bearing the name of the 
makers. 


GERMANY. 
AMENDMENT OF TOBACCO TAX. 


Under the Law of December 22, 1929 (a summary of which 
was published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 16, 1930, page 
101), various amendments were made in the Tobacco Tax 
Law of September 12, 1919, as amended by later laws. By a 
Law dated December 1, 1930, the Tobacco Tax Law is again 
amended, and the tax on cigars, cigarettes, fine-cut tobacco 
and pipe tobacco is increased. In the case of the tax on 
cigarette paper, except that used for industrial purposes, 
the tax is reduced from 5 to 24 Reichsmarks per 1,000 sheets. 
At the same time the present Law provides for an increase 
in the Customs duty on certain classes of tobacco leaves and 
products. Particulars of these increases are given below. 

The revised tax on cigars varies from 6-90 Reichsmarks 
per 1,000 (on cigars with a retail price of up to 3 Reichs- 
pfennig each) to 57} Reichsmarks per 1,000 (on cigars with a 
retail price of over 22 Reichspfennig each), this latter rate 
being increased by 114 Reichsmarks per 1,000 for every 
5 Reichspfennig by which the retail price exceeds 25 Reichs- 
pfennig each. 

The tax on cigarettes varies from 7:60 Reichsmarks per 
1,000 (on cigarettes with a retail price of up to 2 Reichs- 
pfennig each) to 57 Reichsmarks per 1,000 (on cigarettes

with a retail price of over 12 Reichspfennig each), this 
latter rate being increased by 19 Reichsmarks per 1,000 for 
every 5 Reichspfennig by which the retail price exceeds 
15 Reichspfennig each. 

The tax on fine-cut tobacco varies from 3 Reichsmarks 
per kilog. (on tobacco with a retail price of up to 6 Reichs- 
marks per kilog.) to 10 Reichsmarks per kilog. (on tobacco 
with a retail price of over 18 Reichsmarks per kilog.), this 
latter rate being increased by 1 Reichsmark per kilog. in 
respect of each 2 Reichsmarks by which the retail price 
exceeds 20 Reichsmarks per kilog. 

The tax on pipe tobacco varies from 1-05 Reichsmarks per 
kilog. (on tobacco with a retail price of up to 3 Reichsmarks 
per kilog.) to 3} Reichsmarks per kilog. (on tobacco with a 
retail price of over 9 Reichsmarks per kilog.), this latter 
rate being increased by 0-35 Reichsmarks per kilog. for each 
Reichsmark by which the retail price exceeds 10 Reichsmarks 
per kilog. 

The ‘‘ material’ tax, which is also applicable to imported 
cigarettes in addition to the tobacco tax and the Customs 
duty, is reduced from 500 to 430 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs. 

Customs Duties. The Law of December 1] provides for the 
foilowing increases as from January 1, 1931, in the Customs 
duties on certain classes of tobacco leaves and tobacco 
products, viz. :

PROPOSED REVISION OF CUSTOMS TARIFF. 

H.M. Representative at Bogota reports, by telegraph, 
that a project for the revision of the Customs Tariff 1s now 
under consideration in the Colombian Legislature. 

The rates of duty in the proposed Tariff incorporate the 
present Consular invoice charge of 3 per cent. ad valorem 
(payable in Colombia) and the surcharges enacted since 
1913, but even allowing for this the proposed new rates, in 
many cases, represent an increase in the level of Customs 
taxation.
